Grenier Chief 
Algiers Witness 
Against Vichyite 


State Dep't Stand on

| ALGIERS, March 6 (UP). — 
Fernand Grenier, Communist 
memder of the French Consulta- 
tive Assembly, was the prosecu- 
‘tion's chief witness today at the 
treason trial of Pierre Pucheu, for- 
mer Vichy In Minister. 

_ Grenier's was that 
Pucheu collaborated with the Ger- 
man Gestapo voluntarily. Pucheu 
insisted that he had saved the 
lives of many hostages. 


Communist Party, testified, as he 
put it, im behalt of “hundreds of 
thousands who have been impris- 
oned and nearly 100,000 who have 
been killed to date in the struggle 
against the enemy.” K 

He asserted that the French 
Communists started resistance im- 
mediately after the collapse of 
France in 1940. 


“French police handed over pa- 
triots to the Gestapo,” Grenier 
said. “They collaborated with the 
Gestapo without being obliged to, 
and that is the real crime of all 
Vichy Ministers of Interior.” 
| Pucheu is accused of treason. The 
\five-judge military court comprises 
two civilians and three French 


generals. 
| It was announced that Gen. 


Henri Giraud, Commander in Chief 
ot the French Army, would testify 
tomorrow. At Saturday's session 
| Pucheu called Giraud one of his 
witnesses, and said that Giraud 
zummoned him to Africa to lead a 
‘combatant unit. 


| Andre Mercier, former Commu- 
nist Deputy, like Grenier, testified 
‘that he was a member of the 
French Resistance Council which 
condemned Pucheu to death — in 
his absence—on the basis of infor- 
mation by council members. Mer- 
cler accused Pucheu of responsi- 
bility for torture of patriots and 
for racial persecution

He demanded an 
opening hearing in which he could 
paricipate and the press admitted, 
and informed Finch that his clien 


announced that he was through. 
Later, however, Attorney General 
Goldstein announced that he had 
asked Judge Finch to go ahead 
with the inquiry, questioning every- 
one who was on the “29th floor” 
on Feb. 25, the day on which Jones 
was “questioned.” It is felt here 
that Attorney General Goldstein's 
anxiety to have Finch go through 
with the inquiry is based on a fear 
that Zuckman will swear out war- 
rants against those accused of beat-

Boldly defying the Nazis’ attempted conscription of 
one million workers for the Reich, the democratic movement 
in Northern Italy is on the march as over six-million work- 
ers throughout Milan, Genoa, Turin and Florence are en- 
gaging in a series of strikes and walkouts that are completely

Widespread partisan activity ‘ts 
acknowledged by the Italian author- 
ities as the Ministry of Corporative 
Economy disclosed that millions of 
workers were locked-out “because cf 
the severe damage from aerial 
bombardment and the activities of 
anti-National partisan groups.” 

Thus far, the Germans have only 
succeeded in conscripting a minute 
portion of one million quota, as 
severe violence and street fighting 
rages in all of Northern Italy's key 
industrial cities. 

PROTEST DEMONSTRATIONS 


Hundreds of Florence residents 
have been arrested for holding pro- 
test demonstrations. Fascist military 
authorities were called in when the 
workers initiated a 36-hour sitdown 
by barricading factory grounds. 

Milan has been so completely par- 
alyzed that many fascist officials 
have been compelled to attempt 
running the transit lines. They 
soop gave up that idea, however, 
when the workers took pot-shots at 
them. 

The army commander in Milan 
issued a decree several days ago 
stating that disorderly workers

the British radio on Sunday, the 
Fascist Vice Prefect of Milan was 
killed in a street fight. 

A Berne dispatch to the Swedish 
newspaper, Svenska Dagbladet, 
stated that 26 people had been killed 
in Genoa and eighteen in Turin. 

Another story published in the 
Stockholm Afton tidningen and re- 
ported to the OWI, noted that elec- 
tric power, gas and water supplies 
in Milan, Genoa and Bologna had 
suspended and that “street traffic in 
these towns is at a standstill.” 


Striving desperately to quell the 
fighting, the fascists are conducting 
house-to-house searches for strike 
leaders—and workers are being ar- 
rested and immediately “signed up” 
for shipment to Germany. 

Meanwhile, the Committee of Lib- 
eration of Five Parties, a coalition of 
the democratic forces posted placards 
urging the workers to demonstrate 
against the “illegal neo-Fascist gov- 
ernment’s decree inflicting the death 
penalty on all those who do not 
answer the colors by March 8.”

The fact that Finland is given 
the choice of interning the Ger- 
man troops in her midst or asking 
Soviet Help is proof that the “un- 
conditional surrender” policy was 
not applied, says Pravda. Under 
that policy, there would have been 
no choice in the matter for the 
Finns. 


The Nazi- inspired idea that Mos- 
cow is trying to lure a Finnish del - 
egation to Moscow is nonsense, 
says Pravda since the Finns, 
through former Premier Juho Paa- 
sikivi, themselves proposed to send 
a delegation to Moscow for nego- 
tiations. 

The Soviet government agreed, 
providing the preliminary armistice 
conditions are accepted. 

As for the German troops in 
Finland, and the Helsinki com- 
plaint that interning them would 
be “impractical,” Pravda replies 
“ridiculous.” 

After all, if Finland aspires to 
become a neutral country, she can 
hardly permit troops of a bellige- 
rent to remain on her soil.

Jews Uphold Bi- National

It's a safe bet that most Amricans

Senate Subcommittee to

WASHINGTON, March 6 (UH) 
A Senate agriculture subcommittee

The breach between the State Federation of Labor and 
the Dewey administration widened yesterday as the AFL 


body joined seven other labor

For a time the view prevailed in: 


certain AFL circles that it was pos- 
sible to “play ball with Dewey” but 
recent acts by the Dewey-controlled 
legislature are cracking those illu- 
sions wide open. First of these was 
the budget which the Federation 
opposed. However, the Labor De- 
partment proposal has even wider 
effect. 

Joining with the Federation in 
protesting the threatened abolition 
of the Labor Department's Women's 
Division were the CIO; the Commit- 
tee on Care of Young Children; Na- 
tional Consumers League; National 
Council of Jewish Women, New 
York section; Pioneer Women’s Or- 
ganizations of America; Women's 
City Club, and Women’s Trade 
Union League. 

Their protest, sent to Sen. Arthw 
H. Wicks, Ulster County Republican, 
charges “breach of faith.” Wicks 
told them there would be “no basic, 
drastic or fundamental change” in 
the Women’s Bureau without con- 
sultation, then introduced his bill 
without any notice, they said. 

“We charge that the last minute 
introduction of this drastic bill is a 
calculated move designed to defeat 
the ordinary democratic processes in 
the state legislature,” they said. 

“And this is done at a time when 
hundreds of thousands of women are 
entering the industrial field for the 
first time in order to help the war 
effort.” 


DEMAND HEARING

Italy in Upheaval 


N IHE. midst of the uproar caused by 
Churchill’s support of the Italian mon- 
archy, the masses of northern Italy are para- 


lyzing Hitler and Mussolini by immense 


strikes and protest marches involving some 
6,000,000 people. In all the major north 
Italian cities, the workers have come out in 
the streets as they did last July. They are 
refusing to be shipped to Germany as slave 
labor. They are refusing military service to 
Mussolini’s cut-throats. Swiss reports admit 
that this unprecedented upheaval is led by 
the five-party Committee of Liberation. 

These developments place the whole de- 
bate about Italy in a new light, a new per- 
spective. Contrary to Mr. Churchill’s preju- 
dices, the Italian people prove themselves to 
be fighters, heroic fighters even at difficult 


C Poon and cut off from the ‘Allies. In their

wn way, the people of the north are sabo- 
taging the German war effort which has 
gstalemated us at Anzio and Cassino. These 
actions prove once again that if we had 
landed much farther north last September— 
and we can still do so now—the liberation 


Or all Italy might now be a fact. 


It is a terrible irony that while the demo- 
cratic forces in the north are striking and 
protesting against our common enemy, the 
democrats in the south could only get their 
case heard by threatening a _ ten-minute 
strike last Saturday. That demonstrative 
action was called off at the last moment, 
after the Allied Military Government officials 
were forced to allow Naples enough demac- 
racy for a public protest rally next Sunday. 

It is also a tremendous irony and a rebuke 
to Mr. Churchill that his favorite, Marshal 
Badoglio, seems to be the only Italian dis- 
turbed by the transfer of a third of the 
Italian navy to the Soviet Union for the 
duration of the war. This measure flows, of 
course, from the terms of the armistice last 
September. It comes as no favor to the 


- USSR. Our own country and Britain have 


been sharing the use of the Italian fleet all 
winter. But it is significant that Italian 
democrats are enthusiastic; it is Badoglio 
who finds President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment hard to accept. 

Italian political exiles and Italian-Amer- 
ican labor in this country have been roused 
by these dramatic events to a new activity 
and a new unity. Only the Social-Democratic 
boaster, Luigi Antonini, says not a word. 
He still drivels that unity of Socialists, Com- 
munists and liberals, is impossible. But in 
northern Italy, this unity is shaking Hitler’s 
fortress. In southern Italy, even Mr. Charles 
Poletti is forced to retreat before it. 

Our own military and political leaders 
must draw the necessary conclusions. It is 
unthinkable that Washington shares Mr. 
Churchill’s views and it is time something 
official were said about them. It is in the 
interests of our own soldiers that the demo- 
cratic parties in the south be recognized as 
the only force capable of forming a real Ital- 
jan government. And if we cannot immedi- 
ately land troops to unite with the masses 
in the north, we must at least assure them 
that the Moscow Conference decisions are 
— carried out in the rest of their home-

The timing of the business and the nature 
of the entire performance make clear that 
the statement is either the work of Hitler’s 
agents or of Hitler dupes. 

They plead for an enemy who has been 
guilty of the murder of millions of people 
in the Soviet Union and other lands, ‘the 
victims’ bodies thrown into pits to rot. It 
is for the Nazis who have bombed Rotter- 
dam and razed Lidice and for the henchmen 
of Hirohito who are guilty of “The March 
of Death” that these defeatists speak. 

Such stuff cannot be tolerated in an Amer- 
ica which means to win this war. The church 
garb is a false one in this case. Patriotic 
churchmen know, and have repeatedly said, 
that the Axis aggressors must be destroyed 
or the rights of all peoples and religions will 
be wiped out. 


Pickpockets in Subway 


EW YORK CITY’S 7,500,000 citizens are 
face to face with a threatened blitz on 
their pocketbooks—a ten cent subway fare. 
The struggle to preserve the traditional 
nickel fare has transcended the character of 
past campaigns conducted by Republican 
Paul Windels, head of the wealthy “Commit- 
tee of Fifteen.” It has now reached the legis- 
lative stage in the Republican - controlled 
State Legislature. 


Mayor LaGuardia was absolutely right 
Sunday when he said the people of New 
York City will overwhelmingly reject a ten 
cent fare if it is put to a referendum. How- 
ever, to allow the Republican legislature to 
even get as far as enacting the Windels- 
sponsored bill creating the groundwork for 
a ten cent fare will give the real estate-bank- 
ers crowd strategic offensive power to put 
over_Windels-swindle against the people. In 
other words, it would be a bad, if not fatal 
error, for those opposing a ten cent fare to 
wait until the issue reaches a point where 
it is up to the City Council to decide whether 
or not it wants to use the powers it pos- 
sesses under the Muzzicato bill to submit the 
issue to a people’s referendum. Unfortu- 
nately, when the Muzzicato measure was 
passed in 1942,.it was amended to read that 
the City Council has the right but not the 
obligation to put the fare issue to a refer- 
endum if the Board of Estimate decides to 
boost the fare, Certainly the City Council 
Democratic majority cannot be depended 
upon if the fare battle reaches that stage. 

The Daily Worker has shown time and 
again that the Windels crowd misrepresent 
the facts when they claim the subways are 
not earning their keep. Windels tries to 
hide the fact that the annual deficit comes 
from payment of exorbitant interest to big 
bond holders who milk the annual subway 
income dry. 

This issue can be a test for the CIO Com- 
munity Councils to meet. If ever there was 
a basis for the various councils mobilizing 
the neighborhoods, the small home owners, 
the renters, the small income workers, this

quired a concession on 250,000 square 
miles of rich oll lands in Saudi 
Arabia. There was competition at 
the time from British, German, 
French and Japanese interests. But 
Ibn Saud was afraid particularly of 
British imperialism, and he decided 
to make the deal with the American 
companies. 

The American companies failed to 
exploit these rich oi] fields, and 
Ton Saud began negotiations with 
the British government-contfolled 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company. At this 
point the U. 8. government moved 
into the picture. And General Pat- 
rick Hurley arranged for the pro- 
posed pipe line which will go 
through Arabia to the Eastern Medi- 
terranean and will tap the resources 
of Standard of California, the Texas 
Company and of Gulf Oil in Ku- 
wait on the Persian Gulf. 

Secretary of the Interior Harold 
Ickes, a conservationist from way 
back, has long been concerned with 
the depletion of oll reserves in this 
country, now estimated at only 14 
years’ supply on the basis of cur- 
rent consumption. Ickes has there- 
fore been interested in acquiring oil 
reserves in other parts of the world 
and was the prime mover in the 
Arabian pipe line deal. 

Ickes wanted the government to 
take over the Saudi Arabian con- 
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RESIDENT ROOSEVELT is un- 

derstood to have personally 
drafted a provision of the agree- 
ment which states that no sales are 
to be made to foreign governments 
without approval of the State De- 
partment. The use of the pipe lines 
is not to be restricted to the three 
companies involved; all comers can 


have free access if they share the 


expense. Suadi Arabia and Kuwait 
must approve the agreement, and 
all American nationals are required 
to maintain “active concern” for the 
“political integrity” of these govern- 
ments. 

It is easy to see why many oil 
companies are opposed to this 
agreement. The competitive oil 
fields of Iraq and Quitar are con- 
trolled by the Iraq Petroleum 
Company—which is owned more 
than 50 per cent by British in- 
terests but in which Secony Va- 
cuum and Standard Ou of New 
Jersey have a 23.5 per cent stake. 
It is not coincidence that the 
chairman of the industry commit- 
tee which condemned the pipe line 
is John A. Brown, president of 
Socony Vacuum. 

Other oll“ companies have joined 
Socony Vacuum and Standard of 
New Jersey because of their op- 

position to any government inter- 
vention in foreign oil holdings. The 
same point is made by Senator E. H. 
Moore, Oklahoma Republican, who 
happens to be both a leading oil 
man and an active defeatist. 

Moore makes the argument that 
government intervention means 
“imperialism.” Actually the opposi- 
tion to the pipe line stems from 
those who want untrammelled and 
uncontrolled imperialism like Sena- 
tor Brewster of Maine, one of the 
five traveling Senators. 


M HAS tried hard to draw a line 
between the criticism of liberals 
and that made by the industry and 


aid of Rep. Jerry Voorhis when he 
was making a speech blasting the 
pipe line. 

The principal argument raised by 
PM is that the pipe line is dan- 
gerous because it involves the pro- 
tection of profitable foreign invest- 
ments by the government. This 
same argument could, of course, be 
made against all foreign trade and 
investments, Does PM think there 
is any chance of conducting all 
trade after the war by govern- 
ment-owned monopolies?
